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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly discloses or renders obvious the claimed method for the 
recovery and reuse of metal the steps comprising, providing a system comprising a 
soluble anode which provides metal ions to a plating solution and a cathode, providing 
an aqueous rinse bath for washing the excess metal ions from the substrate, passing 
the waste stream through an assembly having inlet, plurality of alternating anodes and 
metallic cathodes, a plurality of ceramic diaphragms separating the anode and cathode 
and an exit, passing the stream through the pores of the cathode and depositing the 
metal ions by the application of the electric current, removing the cathodes form the 
assembly and recovering the metal from the cathode by fracturing and using the 
fractured metal in a subsequent metal plating process and reintroducing the cathode to 
the cell assembly to continue the removal of metal ions from the waste stream.
